NEW YORK, June 26.—J. W. John- 
son and family and Mrs. Mary Moy- 
ser, missionaries of the Christian Alli- 
ance in India, have just arrived in 
New York. Their stations are in the 
famine-aMiicted district of Borar, Cen- 
tral India. Mr. Johnson is located at 
Khamagon, a place of about 40,000 in- 
habitants. Mrs. Moyser is at Akota, Mr. 
Johnson has been in eight 
years. Speaking of the conditions in 
India he said: 

“When we left India, May 15, 6,000,000 
people were on the government relief 
lists. On June 1 we heard that cholera 
had broken out. In Ahmedabad, a place 
of 60,000 people, over 600 died tn the 
course of the week before we started. 
When we left the government was 
transferring 7000 or 8000 people from 
place to place because of lack of drink- 
ing water. In my station, where there 
are 40,000 people, there were only two 
wells left with water in them. 

“Rains now would be worse than the 
famine, for they would cause the grass 
and weeds to spring up. The natives 
would seize upon this growth as sodn 
as it appeared above the ground, and 
boll and eat the mess. Being in such 
a famished state this would nave a 
very disastrous effect upon them. 
There is plenty of grain in the coun- 
try, if the government would only put 
pressure upon the greedy mer-

WASHINGTON, June 26.—Director 
Merriam of the Census Bureau re- 
quests a contradiction of the report 
which has been circulated in some por- 
tions of the country to the effect that 
the census enumerators are not to be 
paid promptly. 

“They will be paid,” he said today, 
“as soon as their reports, properly cer- 
tified to by the supervisors, are re- 
ceived. We require of necessity the 
certificate by supervisors, but when 
this is forthcoming we have the money 
with which to promptly pay all these 
claims.” 

Of the 52,000 enumerators, only about 
1000 to 1200 have sent in their port- 
folios. The entire pay roll for enumera- 
tors amounts to $3,900,000,

An effort is being made to get the 
name of Jay B. Millard, principal of 
the Spring-street school, on the ticket 
from which the fifteen freeholders to 
frame the new city charter will be se- 
lected.

POWLER BROUGHT 10 TIME, 
Ex-Policeman Arrested and 
Star Taken from Him. 


City's Property Recovered 
Measures— Lively Tussle. 


Ex-Policeman Frank M. Fowler, 
who, since his dismissal from the force 
by the Board of Police Commissioners, 
has refused to surrender his star, 
claiming that under the State law his 
removal was illegal, was brought to 
time last night, and part of the city’s 
property has been recovered. Heroic 
measures had to be resorted to, and 
a lively time resulted for a few min- 
utes, but the former officer was shown 
that the authorities mean business. 

Yesterday the Board of Police Com- 
missioners instructed the Chief of Po- 


tye 


lice to take up the city property held 
by Fowler, and last night the follow- 
ing order was issued: 


“June 26, 1900. 
“Sergt. Jeffries: As per order of the 
Police Commissioners to Chief Elton, 
you will take up the star, club, belt 
and keys of locker, and any property 
now held by ex-Officer F. M. Fowler 
belonging to the city, and turn over to 


the Chief of 
[Signed] “W. C. Roberts, 
“Captain of Police.” 
Fowler had loudly boasted that he 
would not give up his star without a 
struggle, and that there would be some 
killing if anyone tried to take it from 
him by force. Fowler ts quite athietic 
and about as handy a man in a 
rough-and-tumble as any man who 
has been connected with the depart- 
ment, but his prowess as a “scrapper’ 
and his boasts about shedding gore if 
he was molested in the possession of 
the star which he was no longer per- 
mitted to wear, did not deter Sergt. 
Jeffries from ng to carry out 
his instructions. 
Knowing that Fowler probably would 
make resistance Jeffries showed his 
generalship by taking with him two of 
the biggest men on the force when he 
went to make final demand for the de- 
officer's star, and other property 
longing to the city. The men se- 
lected for the disagreeable duty were 
Officers Henderson and Mercer. 
Jeffries and his little squad found 
Fowler sitting at a table in the Vienna 
Buffet with ex-United States Marshal 
Geo Gard and ex-Policeman Frank

| Lemon, about 10 o'clock, and they 


walked up to him In a manner that be- 
tokened business. Accounts differ as to 
the exact words that passed, and the 
movements that ensued, but it is pretty 
well established that Fowler demanded 
to know their business with him as he 
saw them approach him. 

“We want your star,” Sergt. Jeffries 
is quoted as having said in firm voice 
as he laid a heavy hand on the deposed 
officer’s shoulder. 

“Well, you can’t have it,” replied 
Fowler. 

“We'll take it, then, and you, too,” 
was the sergeant’s response, and then 
a lively mix-up ensued. 

The three big officers seized Fowler, 
while he swore, kicked and struggled 
to get loose, but three were too many 
for one. Ex-Marshal Gard is said to 
have drawn a revolver as though in- 
tending to help his friend, but if such 
was his intention, he thought better or 
it and kept hands off. Frank Lemon 
advised Fowler to go along peaceably, 
as they had him “foul,” and it would 
be best best for him to submit peace- 
ably. For this gratuitous advice 
Lemon almost got run in himself. 

Fowler was literally dragged from 
the saloon and started toward the Po- 
lice Station, followed by a crowd of 
about two hundred men and boys, who 
seemed enjoyed the fun. On the way to 
the station Fowler took the coveted 
star from his vest pocket and 
either threw it or dropped 
the sidewalk. Then there was

FOSTER’S EVENTFUL LIFE. 

It was by a very narrow margin that 
the case of Special Officer C. L. Foster 
before the Board of Police Commission- 
erg yesterday morning failed to develop 
both a surprise and a counter-surprise. 
It was decided to postpone the hearing 
for at least another week to give the 
Chief time to prepare the testimony 
which he wishes to submit with refer- 
ence to the conduct of Officer : 
who is charged with having differed 
from certain other officers in his testi- 
mony before the court in the Watson 


trial. 

The surprise which the members of 
the Police Commission prepared to 
spring on Foster's supporters from the 
Bonnie Brae district was in the nature 
of a copy of the prison record at San 
Quentin, showing that Foster had been 
a convict in the institution. The rec- 
ord was received from Warden Martin 
Aguirre several days by the au- 
thorities, but they have kept very quiet 
about it. It was believed that this show- 
ing would strike the officer's support- 
ers all in a heap. 

The counter surprise that would have 
been sprung on the Police Commission- 
ers was that some of the Bonnie Brae 
residents knew all about the story—at 
least that is the statement of Officer 
Foster—and were prepared to support 
him nevertheless. .
